the State Department from Consul Fowler at Chefoo "was so badly 
mangled in transmission as to be almost indecipherable. 
The

pher experts of the Department worked on it last night and today. 


So far as made out, the dispatch appears to contain a message 


from Minister Conger transmitted to Chefoo' by courier. The gist 
of the Conger message contained in the cablegram is that the situa- 
tion in Peking is more critical and that the Chinese government is 
endeavoring to force the "Ministers to leave the imperial city under 
Chinese escort before the "arrival. of the relief column. Beyond this 
point the dispatch is unintelligible. 


LONDON, Aug. 15.—-The Chinese Minister in London has in- 


formed the British Foreign Office that the foreign legations at Pe- 
king were safe on Monday/Aug. I3.th. 


A news agency dispatch from Shanghai says: "An authentic 


message from Peking dated Aug. 7th says the attacks on the lega- 
tions have been renewed and that the supplies of food have been 
stopped. The advance of the allies, it is feared, has excited the fan- 
atics and the rebels are agahi uncontrollable."

If General 
Chaffee was at Matow on the llth, it is 
quite possible that by. today he is either 
in possession of Tung Chow or engaged 
with the retreating Chinese army that it 
was thought might make a stand behind 
its walls. The War Department is high- 
ly gratified at the report of General Chaf- 
fee's steady advance,; which fir a week 
past has been scouted as a foolhardy ad- 
venture by some of the European war of-1 
licials. 
Of quite as much- inte-l-est as the record 


of tho army's advance is the speculation 
now current aibou-t the State Department 
as to Hie status ofcnbibmartic negotiations. 
The State Department has thrown around 
these proceedings a sudd&n and unaccus- 
tomed- veil of secrecy that Is taken to 
pi'esage important 
developments. 
One 
thing is well nigh certain, namely that 
the Conger message of yesterday, which 
was not made pu-bllc, is one of a series of 
ident'cal notes addressed by the beleag- 
uered Ministers

Mtnisti?r \Vu, who besides being the Chi- 
nese Minister here, also is the accredited 
representative of China to Spain, received 
along with the Conger message of yester- 
day, a cipher message from the Spanish 
Minister in Peking, which Mi;.' Wu for- 
warded to-Madrid. It was not made pub- 
lic there. 
Sir Claude. Macdonald's dis- 
patch to the British .Foreign Office, evi- 
dently o£ the same vintage as the two 
other dispatches referred -to, also was 
withhe-kl from publlc-allon. This ip talcun 
.as a. fair Indication that negotiations of 
importance are on foot, but their nature 
is entirely speculative. 


The State Department

tion with its contents. It was pointed out 
by the department, that -with the interna- 
tional forces practically at the gates oC 
Peking any sta'^rien-t of Minister Conger 
might involve him, as well as the other 
Ministers in very' serious consectuen-ccs. 
It was said, however, that the statement 
from London this morning, that negotia- 
tions were on Coot among: the various po~w- 
ers looking for a new government for 
China was practically correct.

Of the eight Constitutional .-Amendments to be submitted 


to (flie people at the November elections, the most interest 
u-ill center in the one creating the proposed District Courts 
ot Appeal. 
The necessity for providing some way of 'light- 


ening the ever-increasing burdens of the Supreme Court has 
Icng been apparent., and in seeking a way out of the diffi- 
culty the Bar Association formulated the appellate court 
system \vhidi was endorsed by the Legislature two years 
ago and now goes to 'fhc people. 
^ In brief', the District Court proposition'is as follows: The 
State is divided into three sections, each of which is to form 
a- District Court of Appeal. Three Justices are allotted to 
each court, which, in addition to possessing an original jur- 
isdiction in matters of habeas corpus, mandamus, prohibi- 
tion, etc., is the final tribunal in all appeals -from the Superior 
Court, \viili the exception of certain matters reserved for the 


i.'premo Court, such as constitutional questions, criminal 
rsscs in which judgment is death or imprisonment for life, 


the validity of charters, and statutory issues. 
The Justices 


are each lo receive ."ffi.ooo a year and to hold office for twelve 
years. 
A clerk-, phonographic reporter, bailiff and court 


reporter are attached to each court, the provisions in ibis 
regard being similar lo those of the Supreme Bench.- 


Objections are already being- raised to the passage of the 


amendments, one of the principal grievances being that' the 
district courts will constitute a very expensive part of the' 
State machinery. While this is very true, the question arises, 
however, whether it is not_worth more to the people o'f the 
•Si-ale lo pay the $75.000 or $100,000 per annum involved than 
to have litigation tied up For two or three years as it is at 
present. 
Under the present system, no matter how meritor- 


ious a claim may be. and regardless of the fact that in the 
trial court it may have been positively shown that -the plain- 
tilt was entitled to the relief sought, the taking of an appeal 
suspends all action an the judgment for a couple of years, 
at the end of which time, through perchance some error oi 


law, 
a new trial is ordered., and the plaintiff, unable to locale

President 
McKinlcy has se :n fit to pay some neat compliments to the 
Kaiser, and in rulum is the recipient of a number of diplo- 
matic bouquets from the German Emperor. 
It is only 


incident, but it is a remarkably interesting one, for it marks 
the inauguration of another of the many precedents that 
have been established since Uncle Sam left his own bailiwick 
and went forth to do battle in other parts of the world. 


!• or the first time American soldiers are to march under 


the leadership of a general other than their own, though oi 
course l':,e flag of the German Kmpirc will be subordinated to 
the Stars and Stripes as far as our own regiments arc con- 
cerned. Ten years ago who would have thought it possibl 
that the opei ing of the approaching century would find 
American troops participating in a foreign invasion and 
commanded by a foreign general? But war, like politics, is a 
great, thing to develop the unexpected, and the most fanciful 
predictions are as likely as not to be realized. The present 
occasion, liou-evcr, will furnish a test 'that will awaken eager 
interest the world over, for now we will have an opportunity 
to see how our soldiers will compare with the trained legions 
of Europe. There are no troops better'prepared for the art 
of war than are those of Germany, for under the conscription 
system every man in Germany is a soldier, and is reared and 
trained with that object in view. 
As against these carefully 


prepared warriors the United States will be represented by 
regiments that in nearly every instance consist of hastily re- 
cruited men, new to the trammels of drill and discipline as 
\vcll as to the work of war. However, we have no fears as to 
what the outcome will be, for what our men lack in experi- 
ence they more than make up in courage, and in whatever 
contests the allied forces are called upon to participate, our 
representatives can be relied upon to carry off their full 
share of the laurels.

forth 'how badly we need the proposed work; statistics by 
the yard have been quoted showing how for every dollar 
expended for irrigation ten will return in the form of in-

He declared in answer t 
the critics of the time tliat "the people of our recently 
obtained territories have neither the training nor the under 
standing that is required to permit of their intelligent use o 
the ballot." Jefferson even went so far as to deny to the 
people of the Louisiana purchase the right to select the! 
parish or county officers, a piece of conservatism never once 
contemplated by McKinlcy in his treatment of the Philippim 
and Porto Rico questions. 


If, therefore, the Democrats attempt to follow in the foot 


steps of Jefferson it will not be long before they find them- 
selves in deep water, for such a path will lead them directlj 
to the incarnation -oE the very principles Bryan is now 
decrying. 
Of all the weapons laid upon the Kansas City 


platform, imperialism is about the most dangerous to juggle 
with, and before he gets through Bryan will find that the 
principal result of his labors has been to cut his own throat 
There never was a time in the history of the Nation—or in 
the history of the world, for that matter—when there was 
more occasion for a vigorous, positive foreign policy than 
is demanded from the United States at the present time, and 
the able manner in which McKinlcy is responding is shown 
by the prestige and honors that are pouring in upon us.

The Chinese Minister in this capital, 


Sir Chili Chen Lo Feng Lull, sticks to 
his guns and is as resolutely optimistic 
as ever. 
He toas made another state- 


ment in which he reiterates his convic- 
tion that the Ministers in Peking are 
safe and positively ridicules the idea that 
they can be in any jeopardy. As for the 
report that Li Ping Heng has brought 
up guns and bombarded the legations, 
he says this cannot be true. If it were 
the legation buildings would have.been 
reduced to ruins in an hour or two. 


Side by side with the Chinese Minis- 


ter's reassuring statement comes 
Sir 


Claude MacDonald's cipher dispatch oi 
August 6th, in which the British repre- 
sentative describes the situation as des- 
perate, states that the food supply will 
not last more than ten days, and de- 
clares that unless relief arrives speedily 
a general massacre is imminent. Be- 
tween these 
contradictory statement.; 


anxiety and suspense are again roused 
to fever heat and will so remain for the 
rest of this week and until the reliei 
force has actually arrived 
in Peking. 


On the whole, however, a somewhat 
hopeful disposition prevails, though the 
gravity of the last messages from Mac- 
Donald and Conger is admitted. It is
